Did  You  Know?? 

(1)  The  Encased  Postage  Stamp  had  its 
birth  in  New  York  City,  and  was  the 
invention  of  John  Gault;  under  a  patent 
dated  from  July  to  August,  1862. 

(2)  On  June  8,  1G6U,  a  law  was  passed 
which  prohibited  private  coinage  of  any 
kind.  This  included  all  tokens  or  other 
devices  for  use  as  money. 

(3)  When  the  first  sales -tax  laws  were 
passed,  some  forty  years  ago,  the  tax 
was  paid  with  tokens  rather  than  cash. 

(U)  That  "maverick"  tokens  are  tokens 
that  don't  say  where  the  business  is 
located. 

(5)  Aluminum  was  not  commonly  used  until 
after  1893 ,  so  tokens  of  that  medal  would 
usually  be  of  a  later  date. 
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From  the  Editor's  Desk 


"The  brave  men,  living  and  dead,..." 

The  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  one  of  the  most  important  battles  of  the  Civil  War 
was  fought  on  July  1,  2,  and  3,  1863.  In  the  three  days  at  Gettysburg,  the 
Confederates,  under  General  Lee,  lost  28,000  men  of  the  75,000  that  Lee  had  led 
into  the  North $  while  the  North  lost  23,000  of  their  88,000  under  General  George 
G.  Meade.  The  defeat  at  Gettysburg  and  the  defeat  at  Vicksburg  on  the  Mississippi 
coming  on  the  same  day,  marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  for  the  shattered 
Confederacy. 

In  his  famous  speech  on  Nov.  19,  1863,  President  Abraham  Lincoln  dedicated 
the  battlefield  of  Gettysburg  as  a  national  cemetery  for  the  soldiers  who  were 
killed  in  that  battle  of  the  Gi  ll  War.  President  Lincoln  also  made  a  statement 
that  holds  true  for  all  free  men  even  thru  today,  in:"...  we  here  highly  resolve 
that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died  in  vain;  that  this  nation,  under  God,  shall 
have  a  new  birth  of  freedom;  and  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people, 
for  the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth." 

The  Grand  Arny  also  did  their  part  by  presenting  the  Union  Veterans  who 
fought  at  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  with  the  "BATTLE  OF  GETTYSBURG  MEDAL" .  This 
medal,  with  a  red,  white  &  blue  ribbon,  has  the  bust  of  Lincoln  on  the  face  of 
the  rnedal,  with : "Gettysburg  Nov.  19,  1863  -  Abraham  Lincoln"  around  the  edge  of 
the  obverse.  The  Gettysburg  Address  in  its  entirety  is  inscribed  on  the  reverse. 

When  I  think  of  the  history  behind  this  medal,  I  begin  to  think  it  may 
very  well  be  one  of  my  most  prized  possessions.

There 
were  buttons  and  wooden  nickels,  but  to  the  best  of  Try  knowledge,  no  metal  tokens 
or  medals.  If  someone  has  information  to  the  contrary,  please  let  me  know.  The 
wooden  nickels  may  still  be  available  at  the  Edmore  Town  Hall  or  Library. 

The  only  other  one  this  year  that  I  have  information  on  is  Hermans ville  on 
July  1  -  lj.  This  will  probaly  be  over  by  the  time  this  information  gets  to  press. 

If  anyone  has  knowledge  of  any  others,  please  write  me. 

Getting  off  the  subject  of  future  centennials,  I  am  a  relative  novice  in 
this  collecting  area.  A  couple  of  years  ago.  Norm  Peterson  sent  me  a  list  that 
had  been  compiled  by  a  more  advanced  collector  of  past  centennials  and  the  type 
of  tokens  or  medals  that  were  available  at  then.  The  last  year  on  the  list  is 
1973.  Also,  the  author  qualified  the  listings  as  only  for  those  the  general 
public  participated  in.

MAR  TOKENS  l66l  -  l86£ 

The  following  paragraph  appeared  in  The  Star  Pare  Coin  Encyclopedia,  forty- 
third  edition,  Compiled  and  Published  by  B.  Max  Hehl,  Copyright  193o,  Fort 
worth,  Texas. 

"These  tokens  were  issued  by  various  parties,  individuals,  and  firms  during 
the  war  between  the  States.  They  were  mostly  issued  in  Northern  States.  There 
are  about  £,000  different  varieties.  Most  of  them  are  about  the  size  of  our  small 
cents,  l/hile  not  legal  tender,  they  were  passed  and  eccepted  as  10  pieces,  "done 
are  very  valuable,  as  they  were  issued  in  very  large  numbers.  He  pay  from  10  to 
£0  each  depending  on  the  variety  and  condition." 

Interesting  article  in  the  fact  that  it’s  been  U2  years  sence  that  paragraph 
was  written,  and  although  they  are  asking  more,  quite  a  few  dealers  still  seem 
to  want  to  pay  "from  10  to£0  each  depending  on  the  variety  and  condition". 

Also,  we  know  that  there  are  at  least  twice  the  mumber  of  varieties  minted.

TERMS  FREQUENTLY  USED  BY  EXQFUKE5T 
Alloy  -  Combination  of  two  or  more  metals. 

Altered  -  Changed  for  the  intention  of  deception. 

Blank  -  The  planchet  before  it  has  been  struck. 

Civil  War  Token  -  A  privately  issued  piece  usually  made  to  the  size  of  the 

current  small  cent.  Circulated  as  change  during  the  Civil 
War  because  of  the  scarcity  of  small  change. 

Commemorative  -  A  piece  issued  to  mark,  honor  or  observe  an  event,  place,  or 

person,  or  to  preserve  its  memory. 

Copy  -  A  reproduction  or  imitation  of  an  original. 

Device  or  Type  -  The  main  design  or  principal  element. 

Duplicate  -  A  piece  identical  to  another. 

Error  -  An  item  evedencing  a  mistake  made  in  its  manufacture. 

Exergue  -  lower  field. 

Exonumia  -  Numismatic  items  not  of  government  issue  -  medals,  tokens,  ect... 
Exonumist  -  A  person  knowledgeable  in  the  science  of  exonumia. 

Field  -  The  main  part  of  the  planchet  on  which  the  Device  appears. 

"orgery  -  An  unarthorized  copy  made  with  the  intent  to  deceive. 

Genuine  -  Original 
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Terms  cont.... 


Hard  Times  Tokens  -  A  large  cent  size  token  serving  as  de-facto  currency; 

bearing  a  politically  inspired  legend  or  advertising. 

legal  Tender  -  Lawful  monies. 

Legend  -  lettering  or  inscription. 

Ifedal  -  Usually  a  piece  of  metal  marked  with  a  design  or  inscription,  to  honor 
a  person,  place  or  event. 

misprint  -  An  error  in  printing. 

Money  -  A  medium  of  exchange. 

Mule  -  Struck  from  two  dies  not  intented  for  use  together. 

numismatist  -  One  who  has  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  numismatics. 

Uumsmatics  -  The  study  of  coins,  currencies,  tokens,  medals,  orders  & 

decorations,  or  similar  inaterial. 

Obverse  -  Face  or  side  with  theme  design. 


rianchet  -  r'iece  of  material  forming  the  body;  also  called  blank,  or  plan, 
fuels  sue  -  Issued  again  after  an  extended  lapse  of  time. 

Restrike  -  Produced  from  original  dies  at  a  later  date. 

Reverse  -  Back  or  side  opposite  the  obverse. 

Scrip  -  Paper  currency  issued  as  a  substitue  for  currency  to  private  persons 
or  organizations. 

Specimen  -  Prepared  as  an  example. 

Spurious  -  A  false  piece  made  to  deceive,  often  an  original  creation  rather 
than  a  copy  of  a  known  item. 

Store  Card  -  A  token  intended  as  a  medium  of  exchange  bearing  a  business  name. 

Token  -  Usually  made  of  durable  material  and  issued  for  monetary,  advertising, 
services  or  other  purposes. 

Uniface  -  Showing  a  design  on  one  side  only. 

Unique  -  One  of  a  kind;  usually  rare  or  uncommon. 

Mote:  This  is  just  a  few  of  the  abbreviations  and  terms  used  by  the 
exonumist,  but  it  may  help  the  beginner  collector  understand  a  little  more 
of  his  new  hobby.

No 
exhibit  will  stand  above  the  exhibit  table  more  than  twenty-two  inches.  Includ¬ 
ing  exhibit  lights  if  outlets  are  available."
